DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
teaches an image pick-up apparatus with a solid state image pickup device and 
switching means for switching between a mode with readout every number of frames 
and another mode with readout every number of fields as taught in Suzuki et al. (US 
6515703). Suzuki further teaches timing generating means to control the storage of 
readout signals. The prior art also teaches controlling of the switching based on 
brightness as taught in Okino et al. (US 501 991 1 ). However, the prior art does not 
teach the above combined features with also a timing generator directly connected to 
the storage means to control storage and output of the storage means, where during 
non-readout the storage outputs the CCD output as the motion video signals of the 
moving image.
